5. USSR— Algeria a. We take the arrival in 

Algiers on Monday of a high-powered 
team of Soviet economic experts as 
evidence that the USSR is offering 
the Algerians a reasonably impres- 
sive aid package. The group carried 
an "important message" from Khru- 
shchev to Ben Bella. 

b. Up to now bloc aid to Al- 
geria has come largely from the 
Eastern European satellites.

B. East Germany Ulbricht yesterday complained to the 
East German parliament of Allied misuse of the air 
corridors to Berlin and of the presence of Allied 
military patrols in East Berlin in such a way as to 
suggest; he might try some action to remove one or 
another of these irritants. He did not indicate that 
this would be done at an, early date, however, and the 
tone of his remarks generally echoed Moscow’s cau- 
tious approach toward Berlin. As expected he said 
East Germany would adhere to the test ban treaty. 
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
